"There is. presumption that 
those very few patients — its 
one ar two — have had comam 
nity spread," Dr. Levine said 
during an online news confer: 
fice Monday. 

‘Now that community spread 
has lily occurred in Penny 
vania: De Levine said, the tate 
is hoping, with mitigation, to 
avoid "sustained community 
spread,” where the cases start to 
Erow exponentially without ad

"We wan to have mitiestion 
eéfrts in place before that,” she 
Said.
